WHEN a child of school age 
•till sucks the thumb it becomes 
a serious personality problem. 
The child seema infantile to 
adults and other children and Is 
the victim of much nagging. Em­ 
barrassed with great shame, the 
child, wishing so much to over­ 
come the habit, may suppose he 
will never be able to do so. The 
more tense and frustrated he 
feels, 
the 
more 
inclined 
his 
thumb will be to go into his 
mouth, especially when he is off 
guard. 
"Dear Dr. Myers; 
"In regard to youf excellent 
article on thumb sucking, I would 
like you to send me In the en­ 
closed stamped envelope your 
bulletins on 'Thumb Sucking’ 
and 'The Nervous Child.’ I am 
very embarrassed to say that as 
a first yenr high school student 
I still suck my thumb. It Is very 
Ctimcult to believe that a girl of 
my age could possibly be guilty 
of thumb sucking, and as you 
may believe, I am thoroughly 
ashamed of this terrible habit. 
.Shaming the Child 
"In your article you said that 
punishment and shaming the 
child only make her suck the 
thumb or finger more. This Is 
very true. I know for a fact that 
after my mother would hit me 
or scold me or especially shame 
mc, I would only suck my Anger 
store. I might say that I was al­ 
ways happy in childhood and 
cannot account for the persist­ 
ent habit. 
“It has gotten to the stage now 
th a t when I hear steps coming 
toward me, I immediately draw 
my linger out. I know that I am 
doing something wrong or else 
I would leave my thumb In. But 
usually I am so engrossed In a 
book or studying that I auto­ 


matically take my finger out re 
gardless of what I am doing. 
"I am very busy with studying, 
reading, religious clubs, social 
clubs, school dances and friends 
that I don’t have much time for 
sucking my Anger. But as I study 
or read when In bed I do It re­ 
peatedly. Many times while I’m 
In bed my sister will tell me to 
take my Anger out. I just take 
It out and in a few minutes I 
put It In again unconsciously. My 
sister will then proceed to tell 
me how awful it is for a girl of 
my age. all of which I know only 
too well. 


Very Humiliating 
’’If you can possibly give ma 
any advice on this matter I would 
be most grateful, for I think you 
know how terribly humiliating 
it Is to know you have still re­ 
tained such a baby habit In your 
teens and In high school!” 
Gladly the pamphlets were en­ 
closed with my personal letter 
somewhat as follows: I think 
I know how you feel. Make up 
your mind that you are going 
to tell your sister and other nag­ 
gers to mind their own business. 
And don’t nag at yourself. Just 
treat the matter as a small nui­ 
sance you are going to get rid 
of In an objective way as if you 
were leading an army or a big 
corporation. 
It might help you to chew gum 
or suck on hard candy when you 
are *most likely to suck the 
Anger. No doubt you are in too 
many activities. You need to re­ 
lax and loll a lot. Write me of 
your progress and let me help 
you celebrate your successes. And 
lf you can get it out of your head 
that It Is something to worry 
about, victory will be yours. 
Let parents of young children 
take warning from this girl s re­ 
port.
